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THE VERSATILITY OF THE RACE HORSE 


Considering the fact that the modern ‘Thoroughbred is bred, selected 
and used for a very limited purpose—racing on the flat-—it is truly remark- 
able that so many individuals of the breed, and so many other horses carry- 
ing high percentages of Thoroughbred blood, should be used so extensively 
for other sports. Flat racing requires that a horse carry a light weight at 
high speed over relatively short distances and on smooth, level ground, and 
also that he have a racing temperament which impels him to get ahead of 
the horse in front, no matter how great the effort. The requirements of the 
hunting field are diametrically opposite to the requirements of the race 
track, but still we prefer Thoroughbreds or near Thoroughbreds as hunters. 
The same can be said to a lesser degree of the differences between the 
requirements of the track and the requirements of other sports preferring 
Thoroughbred blood—-brush, hurdle and timber racing ; hunter and jumpet 
horse shows, hunter trials and hunter pace events; combined training 
events and pony club rallies; polo, and even Grand Prix dressage. The 
Quarter horse, which is the leading breed for range work and rodeo, 
carries heavy infusions of Thoroughbred blood. 

There are two explanations. The first is that speed and courage play 
an important part in all these sports, and the Thoroughbred is the prime 
source for both these qualities. The second is that the race course, both 
for running and harness horses, is by far the best way yet devised to test 
the qualities of breeding stock and to select on the basis of such tests. 

The millions of people who engage in these sports fully understand 
the versatility of the Thoroughbred and have faith in it. It is therefore 
all the more extraordinary that the people who have most to do with the 
Thoroughbred, the trainers of race horses, are the ones who have the least 
faith in his versatility. The vast majority of trainers in this country are 


inclined to believe that a horse who cannot win at six furlongs is useless 
for any other purpose. 


This belief is useful, of course, to those who want 
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Thoroughbreds for allied sports 
since it enables them to buy race- 
track discards, sound young horses, 
at a small fraction of what it has 
cost to breed, raise and train them. 
On the other hand we are thus wast- 
ing a great deal of our race track 
potential, and only because our 
trainers are unwilling, for one rea- 
son or another, to test their charges’ 
abilities at other types of racing. 

To be specific: a horse who can- 
not win at six furlongs may be able 
to win at a mile and a quarter ora 
mile and a half. If he cannot win 
on dirt surfaces, he may show ex- 
cellent speed on grass courses. 
Many horses who cannot win on the 
flat, can win over hurdles or over 
brush. As a matter of fact horses 
get bored doing one thing only, and 
there are several instances of good 
winners who went sour and then 
were restored to form after a 
change of racing—-horses like Azu- 
car, winner of the first Santa Anita 
Handicap (1935), Flying Fury, win- 
ner of the Manhattan Handicap 
(1956) and Shield Bearer, winner of 
the Bernard Baruch Stakes last 
week. These horses and many others 
like them, in this country and to an 
even greater extent in Europe, ran 
both over jumps and on the flat. 

If only our trainers were as versa- 
tile as the Thoroughbreds they 
train, we would have far more va- 
riety in American racing and we 
would also be realising the full po- 
tential of our horses.

For those who find the events for ju- 
veniles too easy to be amusing, there are 
tests for assorted three-year-olds that can 
devastate the calculations of the advanced 
player. 

A confidant of a trainer with a barnful 
of unrevealed talent is right on the edge of 
opulence. That would seem to be the case 
anywhere, but at Saratoga it works. 

I report with regret that Saratoga lodg- 
inghouse keepers fell into bad company 
during the last year. Indications suggest 
that they were buddying around with the 
Miami Beach crowd and got wised up on 
the rate situation, Or they might have heard 
about the money that was being thrown 
around at Keeneland and decided to make 
Sure that it was channeled in the direction 
of food and shelter instead of cults and 
fillies. The Saratoga Sales prices were not 
quite so sensational as those at Lexington, 
but the cost of existing was. A gent who 
had planned to buy three yearlings had to 
Settle for two, if he wished to eat and sleep 
while waiting his chance to buy. 


Getting Smart 

It is true that Saratogans have some- 
thing to sell and, perhaps, they are just 
beginning to realize how valuable it is. A 
gilded daybreak and a whiskey sour will 
not cure a hangover at Miami Beach, and 
the water there is not as good as can be 
drawn from a tap at Towson, Maryland. 

Even those who do not buy horses can- 
not fail to enjoy the sales. 

The observer is sure to be dazzled as 
the bidding on a Hyperion colt goes from 
scratch to $80,000 in five minutes, but the 
show is best when the money goes up a 
nickel at a time. 

Patricia L., a three-year-old filly 
that went to Mr. Rigan McKinney in the 
Saturday morning sale of horses in train- 
ing, brought on a battle of bidders that was 
as good as a four-horse photo, 

Some said the daughter of Count Fleet 
was in the ring for 25 minutes, some said 
it was 22 - sales ring clocking never is 
reliable - but the young Thoroughbred was 
kept circling long enough to beat a path in 
the tanbark, 

All the art of the auctioneer and the 
announcer and their assistants were call- 
ed upon in that extended fracas, 


Showed A Profit 

Mr. McKinney wrapped up the prize 
for $45,700. As he had sold about $70,000 
worth of yearlings and dearly loves anice 
broodmare prospect, he must have been 
happy with his purchase. 

The Travers Stakes climaxed Sales 
Week at Saratoga, and that race turned out 
happily for those who follow Calumet 
through thick and thin. There has been 
some thin recently, so Beau Prince’s vic- 
tory was particularly appreciated. 

This three-year-old colt had won the 
plaudits of the handicappers in Florida 
when he won the Fountain of Youth Stakes 
at Gulfstream and an allowance at Hialeah. 
He finished third in the Florida Derby and 
came out of the race with some kind of 
ache, 

He was away from racing for 2 1/2 
months and then gathered in an allowance 
and the Lamplighter at Monmouth, Then 
he got himself licked in the Arlington 
Classic and the Dwyer. 


Improving 
Suddenly, Trainer Jimmy Jones decid- 
ed that the colt was getting good and ship- 





ped him to Chicago to see if his calcula- 
tions were right. 

They were. Beau Prince won the Amer- 
ican Derby by 2 1/2 lengths. 

As the American Derby was not run in 


New York, Saratoga Turf enthusiasts 
spread the money all over the board. Right 
before their own eyes they had seenAlfred 
Vanderbilt’s Ring Around win a seven- 
furlong race, so that colt was made the 
luke-warm favorite, 

Beau Prince was third choice, but won 
like a 1-to-5 shot. He allowed Hitting Away 
and Injun to show him the way around the 
first turn but was dissatisfied with the way 
they did it and went out ahead and stayed 
there to the end. 


Didn’t Threaten 

Guadalcanal, Ambiopoise and Hitting 
Away got the less important shares of the 
loot but nothing threatened the Calumet 
runner after he got clear. 

The bundle he collected for Admiral 
and Mrs. Gene Markey, proprietors of 
Calumet, amounted to $54,210, That gave 
Beau Prince a 1961 total of $188,347 and 
lifetime earnings of $221,044. This makes 
him the 16th $200,000 winner for Bull 
Lea, unless my calculation is wrong, which 
is unthinkable if not impossible. 

Steve Brooks, who rode Beau Prince, 
was celebrating his 40th birthday on August 
12, when the Travers was run,

It was his fifth victory out of 13 
starts this year; he finished 2nd four 
times and 3rd three times. The $54,210 he 
received for his latest victory boosted 
his career earnings to $221,466,

Mrs. Lawrence W. Knapp, Jr’s five- 
year-old Brannagh captured the $10,000 
added North American ‘chase on Thurs- 
day, August 10th in 3:49 best time of the 
meeting thus far for the two and a six- 
teenth distance. With Tommy Walsh in 
the saddle, and under 137 lbs., the M. G. 
Walsh-trained gelding took command when 
Management fell midway, held well under 
a drive from the last fence to the wire to 
defeat Mrs. June McKnight’s *Palladio by 
half a length. The latter, alsoa five-year- 
old, was attempting to concede 16 lbs., to 
the winner, and ran a very game race, 
slowly gaining on Brannagh through the 
stretch, and just missing under a strong 
ride from Evan Jackson. It was nine 
lengths back to *Bugle Call 2nd, which 
bobbled several times in the latter stages 
of the race and lost whatever chance he 
had, This was also true of Naval Treaty 
which was fourth several lengths back, 
The fifth and last horse to finish was Car- 
tagena, which was making his first start 
of the year. He ran well for more than a 
turn of the course, then appeared to weaken 
and his rider, Scottie Riles eased him up. 
Considered one of the better young brush 
horses of the 1960 season, Cartagena came 
into the paddock looking fresh and fit, but 


his performance created the impression 
that a leg injury sustained earlier in the 
year may still be troubling him, 

The eventual winner went to the front 
shortly after the start but after a few 
fences, Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Management 
with Paddy Smithwick took command, 
While setting a rapid pace and fencing 
boldly, he increased his lead to seven or 
eight lengths coming down front side the 
second time. He jumped the water big, then 
took a stride or two and stumbled slightly, 
which may have had a bearing at the next 
where he fell and gave Smithwick a nasty 
looking fall, in fact the bit chestnut geld- 
ing partly rolled on the fallen rider, but 
Smithwick got up and walked away appear- 
ing a bit dazed. It was at this stage in the 
race that Walsh took command with Bran- 
nagh. Down the far side the last time Naval 
Treaty ran closest, but erratic fencing put 
him back as Jackson on *Palladio started 
to move closer tu the pacemaker, Around 
the last turn it developed into a two horse 
race, with *Palladio gradually narrowing 
Brannagh’s advantage. Very briefly 
through the stretch Jackson’s bid appear- 
ed to be a winning one, but when Walsh 
asked his mount for a little more in the 
last sixteenth, Brannagh responded to hold 
off the roan gelding.

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THE N.Y. STRIKE 

For the past few weeks Local 917 of 
the International Brotherhood of Team- 
sters has been trying to organize the 
grooms, hotwalkers and exercise boys at 
the New York tracks, particularly in the 
metropolitan area. The employees of a 
minority of the stables operating in that 
area have already been polled as to 
whether or not they wish to join the 
Union. So far the vote is about 50-50. 
There seems to be some difficulty in 
determining who are parties to the strike, 
other than Local 917, John W. Hanes, 
chairman of the Board of Trustees, has 
announced that the New York Racing As- 
sociation is not a party to the strike. 
Irving Gushen, president of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, also maintains that his organization 
is not a party. The State of New York, 
its Racing Commission and its mediators 
are also reluctant to take any part. In 
consequence, the Union cannot bargain 
with a representative organization, but 
instead must bargain with the individual 
stables. If an individual stable votes 
against the Union, under the law a year 
must elapse before another vote can be 
taken. 

The Union established picket lines 
which the members of a number of other 
unions refused to cross, prevented vans 
from bringing horses in and out of Aque- 
duct, and generally made things difficult 
for the last two weeks of the Aqueduct 
meeting. When racing moved to Saratoga, 
the strike collapsed. John Burke, head 
of Local 917, says the war willgoon when 
the horses move back to the metropolitan 
area, 


MEXICAN TRACK IMPROVEMENT 

The Hipodromo de las Americas has 
officially inaugurated its expansion of the 
6 1/2 furlong route to 7 1/2 furlongs. Fans 
had been looking forward to this for some 
weeks, but track management held off in- 
auguration, preferring to test the new sec- 
tion to see if it met all technical and secu- 
rity conditions, 

The amplified track had been used by 
trainers in morning workouts. Now, the 7 
1/2 furlong route resolves a number of 
former headaches which had _ troubled 
jockeys and horses going the 6 1/2 fur- 
long distance. The amplification has eli- 
minated the number of curves and the 
Stretch is much longer, thus giving horses 
a chance to show their mettle. 

_Dangers of nasty spills have also been 
eliminated by Cutting out of treacherous 


curves. In past events each racing season 
had been marred by a number of casualties 
caused by spills. While not fatal, these 
did put jockeys out of commission for 
weeks at times. 

The Hipodromo had called inanAmer- 
ican expert to give official okay to the new 
track before it was publicly unfurled, Cash 
outlay for innovation came to around a 
million pesos ($80,000), 

Now 7 furlongs events will be run off 
with only one curve to cope with, and in 
mile and a quarter events, horses will 
only have two curves to go around in- 
stead of three, and so on, 

While there will be standard events 
run off in 7 and 7 1/2 furlong distances, 
fans here look forward to the running of 
the 19th Handicap de las Americas over 
the modernized track. This classic is a 
125,000 pesos added event, and is a mile 
and a quarter distance, This has always 
spelled some danger because of the near- 
ness of the first curve from the start- 
ing gate. Now, with this peril eliminated, 
track management has assured fans that 
they will see a race ‘‘more interesting 
than any of those of the past.””

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DOOLEY MEMORIAL STAKES 

The Directors of Narrav2nsett Park, in 
approving the list of stakes and overnight 
events scheduled for the Fall meeting, Oc- 
tober 2nd thru sixty racing days toDecem- 
ber 9th, voted unanimously to create anew 
stakes event to honor the memory oftheir 
late president and comrade, James E, 
Dooley, who passed away last December 
10th. 

The James E, Dooley Memorial Stakes 
will be inaugurated on Saturday, October 
7th. It will be contested by three-year- 
olds over one mile and one-eighth, for 
$15,000 added money. 

Regarded as the father of the pari-mu- 
tuel laws in New England and one of the 
founders of Narragansett Park, the 
**Judge” as he was known to all, took over 
as president of this association in 1938 and 
held that position until his death. He played 
an important part inthe organization of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Association in 1942, 
was named its first secretary and served 
two terms as its president in 1946 and 
1947, He was aDirector of the TRA through 
all its years and was once again its secre- 
tary at the time of his passing. 

His contributions to the community re- 
sulted in many honors being bestowed upon 
him. Chief among his awards was being a 
member of the Order of Knights of Malta, 
a distinction made by the late Pope Pius 
XII and the highest honor conferred upon a 
Catholic layman. He also was awarded the 
degree of Doctor of Business Administra- 
tion, conferred upon him by Providence 
College. In 1959 he was honored by the 
New England Turf Writers as the ‘‘man 
who has done most for New England rac- 
ing.’’ A quiet, patient yet persevering man, 
Judge Dooley was always the peacemaker 
in the turbulent discussions of racing af- 
fairs that frequently arose between the four 
major tracks in New England,

Atlantic City Race Track is all polished 
up and ready to go as soon as they ring 
down the curtain on Monmouth, 

Among the improvements are $250,000 
worth of refurbishing of the club house 
AND a new 80 stall barn in the stable 
area. 

If you will take a good look at the 
Atlantic City track some time, you will 
find that it is spic and span and clean 
from the driveway going into the place 
clear thru to the back gate. The manage- 
ment has had the good sense to keep the 
part the customers don’t see as tnodern 
and clean as the parts the customers do 
see. This is very important with Jimmie 
Hoffa sitt n the wings and ready to

You 
wouldn’t keep monkeys in them. Queen 
Ann front and Mary Ann back they say. 

As long as Atlantic City maintains its 
present policy of keeping the part the 
customers don’t see as clean and functional 
as the parts they do see, I think Atlantic 
City will be spending a lot less on labor 
lawyers. R, J. Clark 


WATERFORD CLOCKERS 

One of the least known aspects of the 
sport of horse racing is that of the morn- 
ing ‘“‘clockers”, a hard core of spe- 
cialists who supply race tracks, officials, 
newspapers, handicappers and horsemen 
the time required by horses to cover 
certain distances in their early morning 
workouts. 

At Waterford Park, where racing con- 
tinues through September 16, the stop- 
watch brigade is well represented. Their 
gear consists mainly of finely-turned 
watches and field glasses. When the morn- 
ing traffic exceptionally heavy it is not 
unusual for them to have six watches 
ticking away at one time as six horses 
break almost simultaneously from various 
furlong poles around the course. They also 
own a portable reference library with 
the markings of thousands of horses in- 
serted in thick looseleaf books, a Bertil- 
lion system that enables them to select 
a horse out of a multitude as easily as 
we can differentiate between people. 

The first rosy fingers of dawn are 
just turning back the bedspread over the 
running strip when the clockers appear for 
their duties, gathering at a vantage point 
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Opening day of the 93rd meeting Saratoga (Saratoga Springs, N. Y.) - 
The first meeting was at the Spa in 1861, across from the present 


location.

in the grandstand where they can see every 
part of the Waterford oval: It is at this 
incredibly early hour that horses also 
begin to make their way from the barns 
and staccato voices ring out as action 
begins on the course: “‘,,.three furlongs,” 
**,.half mile,” “‘...six furlongs,”’ or wher- 
ever a horse may break into running stride. 
There is an answering click and the hands 
begin to move jerkily across the face of 
a stop-watch, recording every move made 
by the horse. 

The timing of horses actually dates 
back only 70-odd years, and is as ac- 
curate a gauge as has yet been divised 
to keep a public tab on a race horse’s 
form. However, it is not entirely in- 
fallible. One celebrated case is the dis- 
puted Whisk Broom 2nd mile and a quarter 
in which he was clocked in new world 
record time of 2 minutes flat. The late 
William Baretto, then official timer for the 
New York tracks, timed him in this 
figure; others insisted he had erred inthe 
timing, pointing out that no horse carry- 
ing the burden of 139 pounds could be 
expected to run quite so fast. The mark 
is still in the history books, however, 
although many insist to this day that 
Baretto stopped the watch at the wrong 
finish pole and that the actual time of the 
race was 2:01 4/5. H.W. 


THE FILLY CAME TO LIFE 

In his column in ‘‘The Morning Tele- 
graph”, Joe B, Hickey, Jr. writes: - ‘‘At 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Williams’ Stad- 
acona Farm in Maryland, a yearling 
filly took to internal hemorrhaging. She 
spent most of one day lying flat on the 
floor of her stall, with 2 or 3 veterinarians 
pumping glucose into her. At one point she 
was pronounced ‘dead.’ 

“Several times the filly’s pulse stop- 
ped, and had she not been by Whirlaway 
and out of the grand mare Imperatrice, 
the attendants would have given up onher, 
too, But after she had bled herself almost 


white, what little blood she had left be- 
gan to coagulate. 

“She survived to bring $23,000 at the 
Saratoga Sales, but her story didn’t stop 
there, not by a longshot. For this filly 
grew up to be known as Scattered, winner 
of the Pimlico and Coaching Club American 
Oaks. The Maryland-bred filly (Feb. 14, 
1945, Stadacona), also made her mark at 
stud. She produced the 1957 Alabama 
stakes winner, Here and There. The 
daughter proved not nearly so lucky as 
her dam, however, for on the very night 
of her first stakes victory the highly 
promising King Ranch filly burned todeath 
in a fire at Saratoga. 

‘‘Imperatrice (Caruso-Cinquepace), 
the fine W. H, La Boyteaux mare that 
produced Scattered, also foaled Squared 
Away (Piping Rock), winner of 31 races 
and seventh on the list of all-time Mary- 
land-bred money-winners. Owned by Jan 
Burke and trained by veteran G, C, Win- 
frey, Squared Away won $225,145 in his 
long and honorable racing career.” 


EXTRA PRECAUTIONS 

Heeding the pleas of turf minded race- 
horse fans in Fort Worth, Dallas, Houston 
and other Texas centers, officials for the 
Fort Worth and Denver railroad have 
scheduled another race track special for 
Centennial, to be run off Sept. 1. Two 
previous special trains, loaded to capacity 
were unable to reach the Colorado poin! 
owing to landslides, fearful weather and 
floods, and both trains were disbanded in 
the Texas panhandle, Some of the 
hardier turf patrons continued on to Cen- 
tennial by auto, planes and other modes 
of transportation. 

Fort Worth and Denver will take every 
precaution that nothing will interfere with 
this extra special on Sept. 1. B.B. 
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WILLIAM J. BEATTIE 

English-born William J. “Jim” 
Beattie, owner and breeder of Thorough- 
breds, will be the recipient of the New 
England Turf Writers annual award ‘‘for 
outstanding contribution to New England 
racing.” 

Announcement of the 1961 award winner 
was made by Gerry Sullivan, president of 
the scribes group. 

Beattie maintains three farms, in West 
Greenwich and East Greenwich, R.I., and 
Moosup, Conn, He stands three stallions, 
*Good Shot, *Garde Royale and *Admiral 
Teheran, all imported, and a sizable 
band of broodmares. Over the years he has 
bred numerous winners, including Park 
Dandy, who won $164,250, first New Eng- 
land bred horse to go over the six figure 
mark inearnings. In recent years, Beattie- 
bred horses have won in competition in 
various parts of the country. 

Born in 1890 in Long Eaton, England, 
Beattie was a lace weaver and a soccer 
player of considerable note in his native 
land. He came to the U.S, in 1920 and 
migrated to New England in the latter 
part of the decade. He worked as a mill 
hand until he founded his own lace business 
in Washington, R.I., and is now one of the 
country’s largest lace producers. 

Beattie purchased his first horse, Jim 
Blazes, in 1938 and has been active in 
racing ever since. His initial stallion 
was Bluebeard, long only a memory. In 


‘1955 he was elected a director of the New 


England Thoroughbred Breeders and Own- 
ers Association and the same year was 
voted a special award by that group for 
the exploits of his stud *Castillian. The 
now dead son of Hyperion had the best 
percentage of winning two-year-olds that 
year, eight of his 10 offspring being 
winners, 

Over the years his horses have been 
trained by Ray Metcalf, Augie Hutchins, 
Osman Taylor, Pat Brady, Bill Purver and 
currently Pat Brady, who rejoined him 
this year. During the war years, Beattie 
trained his own horses who ran in the 
name of his daughter, Joan. 

In 1959 a fire swept Beattie’s Lin- 
wood farm, destroying 15 yearlings and 
the retired Park Dandy. The blow almost 
drove Beattie from the sport, but he final- 
ly reconsidered, In 1960, with a stable of 
only older horses, he experienced one of 
his best years. Under Bill Purver’s 
tutelage, his colorbearers won in Florida, 
New Jersey and New York, besides locally. 


The Turf Writer’s Award was in- 
augurated in 1951, That year and the 
following year, Charlie Burr and Tony 
DeSpirito respectively were winners after 
being national riding champions. 

Other winners are Irving Gushen, 
Bayard Tuckerman, Jr., John C, Pappas, 
B. A. Dario, Lou Smith, Mrs. John Payson 
Adams, James E. Dooley and Henry Wajda. 


THE COMYN’S CLOCK FARM 

One of the most recent stud farm oper- 
ations in New England is Fred and Cherry 
Comyn’s Clock Farm at North Easton, 
Mass. Incidentally Fred also serves as 
manager of the B. A. Dario stud farms in 
Rhode Island. The Comyns have leased 
from David Ames what was part of the old 
Langwater. Estate, once famous for its 
Guernseys, consisting of about 100 acres 
of alfalfa pasture and a sumptuous stable 
built over 100 years ago, which once 
housed Irish hunters and Clydesdales. The 
farm takes its name from the Clock Tower 
topping the stable. Fred Comyn came over 
from Ireland a couple of years ago and his 
wife, Cherry, was born in Alberta andisa 
veterinarian. In addition to the stallions 
*Back Bone (Worden-Shooting High, by 
Hyperion) and Deep Thought (Destino- 
Silent Study, by Johnstown), there are 
about 50 head of horses including mares, 
foals, yearlings, horses-in-training and 
lay-ups. J.B. 
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NEW ENGLAND FUTURITY 

Rockingham Park has just released a 
most attractive booklet on its New England 
Futurity the tenth running of which will 
take place on August 30th, The booklet is 
on slick paper and it is all done up in 
turquoise plastic. It gives the charts of the 
first nine futurities, pictures of the win- 
ners, an accolade to Lou Smith who 
started the thing, comments by sports 
writers on the virtues of the New England 
Futurity, and a list of New England 
breeding farms from which come the con- 
testants for the Futurity. The booklet is 
really a nifty job. 

As to the Futurity itself, when Mr. 
Smith started it, he was bucking practical- 
ly everything. Breeding is not the biggest 
industry in New England and the idea of a 
race for New England two-year-olds 
seemed a little far out. The race has, 
however, grown from a $5,000 added af- 
fair to a $25,000 added one and it is in 
solid now. For this, the tenth one, there 
are 45 nominations from 31 different New 
England interests. B. A. Dario has 
nominated six. 

Park Dandy whichran second to Turner 
Hill in the first futurity was the first 
New England-bred to win over $100,000. 
It is strange to note that, of the nine 
races run thus far, colts have won only 
three. Five have been won by fillies and 
one by a gelding. It is probably the time 
of year at which the race is run which 
allows the fillies to do well. On the other 
hand, it might be a hang over from the 
women’s sufferage movement. 

This race is a stimulant to the New 
England Thoroughbred industry and Mr. 
Lou Smith deserves a big hand,

EQUINE SURGICAL HOSPITAL

LEA-B RETIRED 

Mexican racing fans are saddened by 
news that Lea-B, champion mare of the 
Cuadra Leo, who has enriched both sta- 
bles and fans during her racing years, 
may be retired to stud. 

Lea-B fractured the sesamoid of her 
right foreleg during the running of the 
Hipodromo Clockers dandicap, a mile 
event. The stout hearted mare, a heavy 
favorite, had been leading all the way, 
kicking up her heels to competitors with- 
out any difficulty. Jockey Jorge Nunez 
handled her splendidly through the stretch 
curve but a false step proved her undoing. 
Jockey Nunez immediately pulled her up 
the other contenders rushed by. 

The event was taken by Big Yountz, 
of the Doris Stable, third choice in the 
betting, the Thoroughbred winning his sixth 
consecutive victory at the Hipodromo de 
las Americas. Big Yountz made the mile 
in 1.38 3/5 but two seconds slower than 
the record established by Soldiers Cap 
1S years ago, 

A talk with Dr. Jorge Arzave, who 
mace a thorough examination of Lea-B 
showed that there was a small fissure of 
the bone. The foreleg has been put in 
a cast and this will have to remain for 
a period of at least three months. Dr.

Standard for the American Foxhound 


Head 

Skull - The skull should be fairly long, 
slightly domed at occiput, with cranium 
full, but not too broad, stop moderately de- 
fined. Defects - Heads which are flat, 
narrow across the top, have excess of dome 
or pointed occiput. 

Muzzle - The muzzle should be straight 
and of fair length, the lip reasonably long, 
giving the muzzle a square appearance. 
Defects - Muzzles which are long and 
snipey, very short, Roman nosed, upturn- 
ed. Teeth under or overshot.

Ears - The ears should be set on mod- 
erately low and should be long, when drawn 
out reaching nearly to the tip of the nose. 
They should be fairly broad with almost 
entire absence of erectile power, setting 
close to the head with the forward edge 
slightly inturning to the cheek and taper 
ing to a rounded point. Defects - Ears 
which are short, round, set onhighor with 
a tendency to rise above the point of 
origin, 

Eyes - The eyes should be large, set 
well apart and of a dark color. Defects - 
Eyes which are small, terrior like, pro- 
truding, or light in color, 


Body 

Neck - The neck should rise light and 
gracefully from the shoulder, strong in 
substance yet clean and fairly long, with the 
throat practically free from folds of skin. 
Defects - Necks which are thick, short or 
carried on a line with the shoulders. 
Throats which show dewlap and folds of 
skin to a degree termed “‘throatiness.”’ 

Shoulders - The shoulders should be 
sloping, clean yet muscular, conveying 
the idea of strength and freedom of action. 
Defects - Shoulders which are straight or 
loaded (appearing thick and heavy). 

Chest - The chest should be deep for 
lung and heart space. Defects - Chests 
which lack depth or are very narrow or 
disproportionately wide. 

Ribs - The ribs should be well sprung 
and extend well back. Defects - Ribs 
which are flat, or too short giving a lack 
of depth, 

Back - The back should be of moderate 
length, muscular and strong. Defects - 
Backs which are very long, swayed or 
roached, 

Loins - The loins should be broad, well 
muscled and slightly arched. Defects - 
Loins which are narrow or flat. 


Legs 

Fore Legs - The fore legs should be 
Straight with adequate bone and tissue, 
the elbows straight, the pasterns of mod- 
erate length and straight. Defects - El- 
bows which turn out, Knees which knuckle 
over forward or bend backward. Pasterns 
which are too long. 

Hind Legs - The hips and thighs should 
be strong and muscular giving an abun- 
dance of propelling power, stifles and 
hocks well let down, firm, and moderate- 
ly bent. Defects - Lack of muscle and pro- 
pelling power, legs which are too straight 
at stifles and hocks; cow hocks. 

Feet - The feet should be close and 
compact, pads full and hard, toes well 
arched, and nails strong. Defects - Feet 
which are long. Turned out or in. Toes 
open or spreading, 


Stern 
The stern should be set on moderately 
high, carried gaily, but not turned for- 


ward over the back. It should have aslight 
curve, and may have a Slight brush. De- 
fects - Sterns which incline forward from 
the root have a tea pot curve, excessive 
brush, long sterns or a “‘rat tail.”’ 


Coat 
The coat should be close, hard, smooth, 
of medium length. Defects - A short, thin, 
silky or rough coat, 


Height 

Dogs should not be under 22 or over 
25 inches, 

Bitches should not be under 21 or over 
24 inches, measured across the back at the 
point of the withers, the hound standing in 
natural position with his feet well under 
him,

Any color, 


Beagle Field Trials 
E. L. Shuford, D.V.M.

Field trials for Beagles were started in 
the United States with the first meet near 
Hyannis, Mass. in 1890, 

The International Beagle Federation 
was organized about 1930, and since that 
time growth of the sport has been pheno- 
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menal, The Federation is comprised of 32 
affiliated Associations, each made up of 6 
to 15 clubs (341 clubs in all). 

At the present time it is the largest 
dog fanciers’ organization devoted to a 
single breed that has ever been known. 

The All-Age Field Trials, open to 
all competing hounds and where cham- 
pionship points are held each year under 
license granted by the American Kennel 
Club, The season runs from July 1 to 
July 1. During the field trial year ending 
July 1, 1958, Beagles entered no less 
than 70,182 hounds in organized com- 
petition. Field Trials were held in 29 
States. At a conservative estimate, this 
represents an expenditure of more than 
$1.25 million. 





Many trials are held throughout the 
year which are sanctioned but not licensed 
by the AKC, However, no championship 
points are awarded at the sanctioned 
trials. 

All hounds entered in field trial com- 
petition must either be registered or 
eligible to registration. The All-Age 
Stakes are divided by height and sex; one 
stake for males 13 inches or less at the

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shoulder, one for bitches of the same 
size, and corresponding stakes for dogs 
and bitches measuring over 13 and not 
exceeding 15 inches at the shoulder. 

Each entry is assigned a number, and 
a drawing is made to determine the order 
of running as well as which hounds will 
compete with each other in each brace. 
(A brace consists of two hounds). 

After the entire stake is run in the 
first series, the entries judged best are 
run again in the second series. Thus, the 
best are gradually weeded out through 
a third, fourth, or perhaps even a fifth 
series until first, second, third, fourth, 
and “‘Reserve”’place winners are named. 

After the trial has been completed, 
should any of the four topdogs be declared 
ineligible for some reason, the reserve 
would automatically be named fourth place 
winner, and the dogs originally awarded 
places below the disqualified dog would 
each move up one place. 

The first place winner receives cham- 
pionship points corresponding with the 
total number of starters inthe stake which 
he won. The hound in second place receives 
one-half that number of points; the third 
place hound receives one-third; the fourth 
place hound receives one-fourth. 

A Beagle accumulating 120 points and 
winning at least three first places incom- 
petition of this kind is declared an AKC 
Field Champion of Record. 

Procedure and conditions for a field 
trial are practically the same as on an 
actual rabbit hunt, with the exception 
that no guns are used, In each field trial 
stake or class each brace is hunted about 
20 or 30 minutes actual trailing on game, 
closely followed by judges and handler of 
each dog. 

The work of each dog is compared 
with the work of all other dogs in the 
stake during the judging. Competition is 
very keen and margins close, especially

when there are 140 or more Beagles 
competing. Many points are involved in 
judging the various features of each dog’s 
work. The hound should show a keen 
natural desire to hunt and be accurate 
and fast in his work. The desire of ability 
for speed should not detract from the 
quality of his industry and workmanship. 

A Spring Derby Trial is held during 
the early spring season by each club. 
The Derby Stakes are open only to pup- 
pies whelped on or after January 1 of the 
year preceding the trial. During the Spring 
of 1958 there were 15,246 young Beagles 
competing in these stakes. No champion- 
ship points are awarded Derby Stake 
winners. The four winners are eligible 
for competition in the International Spring 
Derby Championship Stakes sponsored by 
the International Beagle Federation.

Only occasionally do we receive a jolt- 
ing reminder that we are no longer as young 
as we were, and we usually get such a 
shock at the hands of some very young 
person who has mentally parcelled us up 
and put us on the shelf between the flint 
axe and the mammoth bones. 

Recently, my six-year-old took me out 
hunting. She had her pony and I arranged 
to borrow a horse that would not gallop 
away from her. I knew nothing of my mount, 
and when he was led out I looked at him 
with interest. In return, he gave me along, 
slow, cynical look of appraisement and, 
having summed me up, stood indifferently 
while I let down the leathers. 

‘*What’s he like?”’ I asked his owner, 
*‘He’ll do you fine,” he replied vaguely. 
“Give him an easy half-day, though. The 
old boy’s 32.’” I had never before seen a 
horse of that vintage, let alone ridden or 
hunted one. 

“Is it fair?’’ I asked. ‘‘He may drop 
dead.” 

“Perfectly fair, provided you treat him 
gently and play according to his rules.” 

‘**What are his rules?” I asked. 

‘Well, you won’t easily get him out of 
a trot, but then, you won’t need to,” he 
answered, ‘‘He’ll keep up all right. Just 
let him enjoy himself and bring him back 
after a couple of hours when he begins to 
get bored.” 

We moved off, and half an hour later 
had found in some kale. Scent was good and 
our fox ran downhill towards the river. 
The field began to gallop and my horse 
broke into a trot. The pace quickened until 
we were hitting up a speed suitable for a 
racing camel. Rising became an impos- 
sibility. One was thrown so high that one 
could not but descend out of phase and 
then one caught a blow on the stern like 4 
kick from a mule. 

All I could do was to suspend myself in 
mid-air and let this extraordinary gait 
occur below me. It was like the blows on 
the bows of a boat sailing through a con- 
fused sea. But we kept our place, and once 
when we crossed some wet, soggy plough 
we drew steadily ahead of others moving 
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at a laboured canter. The fox ran through 
some allotments and hounds checked. I 
reined my warrior up and waited for my 
daughter. When she caught me up she was 
nearly falling out of the saddle with 
laughter. 

“*You look so funny, Daddy,”” she said. 
“Why don’t you ride properly?” I was 
scratching round for an answer when my 
mount demonstrated his belief in the right 
of every horse to give itself a good shake. 
Never have I imagined such a convulsion! 
It was like sitting on an earth tremor. My 
cigarettes flew one way and my matches 
another. My hat came off and 1 more nearly 
followed it than I like to admit. When 
things subsided and I had sorted myself out 
and wiped my foam-spattered face I ans- 
wered her. 

“This is a wonderful old horse,” I said 
impressively. ‘‘His and my age added to- 
gether come to 84 years. How old do you 
think he is?’” My daughter looked at him 
briefly. “I think he’s a nice pony,”’ she 
said. ‘‘He’s not as old as mine, I think he’s 
six. When are we going to gallop again?” 
I looked down at my rough, tough old 
mount. Anything less like a six-year-old 
pony could not have been imagined. 

An hour later I was back at the stable. 
“I've given the old boy a very easy time,” 
I said, ‘‘l hope he won’t be stiff tomorrow.” 

“Most gentlemen,” said the groom, 
with the tenth part of a grin, ‘‘are stiffer 
than this horse the day after hunting him,” 
and he led him into his box. 

So there it is! I’m 78 in my daughter’s 
eyes and high and dry on thetopshelf. But 
I do not mind, for I have seen today how 
one animal has contrived to grow old 
amysingly if gracelessly, and I only hope 
that when I am his equivalent inage I, too, 
may have fire in my belly. Or as Major 
Yeates said of Mrs. Knox, of Aussolas: 
“When I am her age may I also be to my 
neighbours as a dark tower full of armed 
men,” 

If we can be that, people will look on 
us with interest instead of feigning sym- 
pathy, and they will remember us justas I 
will always remember that hunt on that 
horse, (C. B. in ‘*The Field’)

Your Foal To Lead 


Mathys 


SS 
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You -have a new foal, romping with 
the mare. Is it going to be a nice one or 
a spoiled one? It’s all up to you, and the 
way you start it out. 

They are all born with a mixture of 
fear, curiosity, fight, and mischief in 
their make-up. They will do their fight- 
ing because of their fear, so always move 
slowly. Show them anything you want to 
put on them and let them touch it with 
their noses. Never hurt them! 

To start with, work on your foal’s 
curiosity. Go out in the pasture where the 


mare and foal are - if the mare is eating, 
she won’t interfere - squat down, talk to 
the foal, but don’t move a muscle (squat, 
because you might want to move quickly). 
The foal will think, ‘‘that isn’t so big” and 
it will come over to investigate. Don’t 
move unless it strikes or kicks at you, 
then get out of its way. If it touches you, 
slowly reach up, and touch it, under the 
chin, If it doesn’t jump away from you, 
scratch it inder the chin and gradually 
work back to the shoulder. Don’t try to 
pet it on the nose! If it should kick at 
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you don’t get mad. That is the way they 
greet other colts and is not a signof vici- 
ousness. If it should get to be ahabit, this 
can be dealt with later. While you are 
petting your foal, if you have some rolled 
oats to give, it will help cement relations. 
Don’t feed sugar, it might make him a nip- 
per. 

After you have made friends with your 
youngster, get your halter, plus a short 
and a long lead rope. Make a large loop 
in the long one, big enough to put on top 
of the foal’s back, with the loop down around 
its legs, just above the hocks. Put these 
ropes where they will be handy. Take your 
halter, get your foal to come to you, let 
it touch the halter. It will probably try to 
take a bite of it. Avoid the teeth, and slip 
it over the nose. Do this from the left side, 
with your arm over the neck, Reachunder 
its neck with the over-head strap, and try 
to get it fastened quickly. If it tries to get 
away from you, you can stop it by tighten- 
ing your arms and talking to it, until it 
quiets down again. Then fasten the over- 
head strap. Don’t get angry, be patient, 
and calm, Halter on? Good! 

Now take your short rope and snap it 
into the halter ring. Lay the long one 
over the foal’s hips, with the shortrope in 
your right hand, the long one in your left, 
standing facing the same way the foal is, 
say ‘‘come on” and give a light pull on 
the halter rope. If it doesn’t come, give a 
quick, hard jerk with the hip rope. Be 
ready to go with your foal, and fast, for a 
short distance. Stop it. You may have to 
let it run in a circle, but when you get it 
stopped, walk up to it and pet it. Keep this 
up until it will come with you with just a 
light pull on the halter rope. Walk with 
your foal, don’t drag it along. Let up on 
the pull when it is moving. Eventually the 
command ‘‘come here”’, will have it fol- 
lowing you anywhere. 





Nowhere can the native intelligence 
and ability of the horse be seen to better 
advantage than in the cutting horse event. 
Nor can the public ever have a better 
chance to see an animal pitted against 
another animal, using its own intelligence, 
in removing one critter from the herd and 
keeping it from returning. For this short 
time the cutting horse is on his own, His 
rider directs him into the herd, which at 
most rodeos and cutting events consists of 
from 15 to 20 cattle, suspiciously standing 
against the fence. 

The horse quietly enters this hostile 
group of cattle and works his way to the 
back fence. The rider and horse then 
Select one critter and drive her out of the 
herd. Once clear of the herd, or approxi- 
mately 30 feet away from the cattle, the

rider drops his rein hand, or in cutting 
horse terms, ‘‘throws his head away.” 
Now comes one of the most thrilling sights 
in all sportsdom: the cutting horse on his 
own, battling to keep the cow from the 
herd. 

Today the cutting event is a highly 
competitive sport. Some contests offer big 
purses, others are jackpots, meaning, the 
contestants all throw in a set amount and 
the top four riders divvy the pot. But no 
matter whether the contest is held infront 
of 20,000 admiring onlookers, or before the 
critical eyes of the contestants only, the 
one purpose remains: let the horse do it 
on his own, 

For sheer beauty of action, where can 
anyone see anything more stirring than the 
cutting horse, head low, actually staring 


the cow in the eye, twisting, turning and 
weaving? Here is this gentle, intelligent 
animal that you can keep in your own lot, 
ears flat back, forefeet pounding the dirt, 
and nd matter where that irate cow turns, 
here, faster than the eye, is the cutting 
horse, frustrating every attempt of the 
animal to return to the herd, 

When the whistle blows the rider drops 
his right hand to the horse’s neck, signal- 
ling that his job is done. And then the 
ears come forward, the beautiful head 
lifts, and the cutting horse fairly tip- 
toes away from his job. He, too, is proud, 
and how he hams it up when he hears the 
applause. Yet he is just as pleased at the 
swift pat every good rider places on his 
neck, (From Hoofs and Horns) 








‘What To Do 


Til A Blacksmith Comes

To horse owners, the loss of a shoe 
is a vexing problem, It means the loss of 
a day or more cf use of the horse, but 
what is more important, it can also mean 
a lame horse, 

It takes the horse approximately 12 
months to grow an_ entirely new hoof, 
So breaks and cracks resulting from the 
loss of a shoe can take many months to 
correct, If the ground is soft and a black- 
smith available in one or two days, the 
risk of damage to the hoof is little. But 
generally speaking, blacksmiths are very 
busy and days, sometimes even a week 
must pass before the shoe can be re- 
placed, 

[here are many steps the horse owner 
can take to protect the foot from injury 
once the shoe is off, In the first place, 
every horse owner should have a pair of 
pinchers, a rasp, hammer, horse shoe 
nails, and a spare shoe, both front and 
hind. Next time your horse is reshod, save 
the old shoes. They could come in handy 
in an emergency. 

Sometimes a horse will catch his shoe 
and spring one or both of the heels. If the 
shoe is sprung or otherwise misshapen, 
remove the shoe to avoid laming your 
horse. A sprung shoe can cause corns, 
quarter cracks and sprained tendons. 

Never try to pry off a shoe without 
first filing away the nail clinches. After 
the clinches are filed away, insert the 
pinchers at the heel of the shoe and pry 
up. As the nails are loosened, pull out. 
Repeat the procedure on both sides until 
the shoe comes off, 


Replacing The Shoe 
If you are capable, you can straighten 





the shoe on an anvil and replace it. The 
straight side of the nail should always be 
towards the outside of the hoof. If, in 
these emergency replacements, you use 
the existing nail holes, trouble will be 
avoided. Avoid making new holes, in any 
case, as too many holes will weaken the 
hoof and make the shoe more likely to 
come off the next time he is shod, 

After the nail is put in, pinch off the 
end. Rasp away the burr of horn where 
the nail comes out to provide a seat for 
the clinch, Hammer the clinch over hold- 
ing the pinchers under the head of the 
nail, 

You can avoid injuring the horse if you 
regard the hoof as you do the end of your 
finger. There is the fingernail which can 
be trimmed without pain, but if you stick 
something through or under the finger- 
nail, there will be a great deal of sore- 
ness and pain, It is the same with the 
horse. As long as you do not penetrate 
the hard horn into the sensitive laminae, 
you are safe. 

The replacement of a shoe should be 
done only in an emergency and cannot 
take the place of a competent black- 
smith as soon as one is available. But 
such repair can keep the hoof from be- 
coming so broken that it will be hard to 
shoe. If you intend to be able to replace 
a shoe, it is well that you watch the black- 
smith carefully and ask him to show you 
what to do, 


Bandaging 
A safer and equally adequate means 
of protecting the hoof is by padding it 
with a bandage to prevent breakage of the 
horn. You will need a doubled square of 


Cotton padding and bag in place and hoof placed on 


gunny sack, 
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cotton approximately 12’? square, a 
doubled square of gunny-sack approxi- 
mately 18’ square, an old pant leg of 
some type sewn across one end to form 
sack large enough to go over cotton 
and hoof and about 18” long, a role of 
adhesive tape, 1’? wide is best, and a leg 
bandage. 

Lift up the hoof and place the bottom 
or sole in the middle of the cotton, Gather 
the cotton up over the top of the hoof 
and slip the hoof and cotton into the 
pant-leg bag. Now set the hoof down on 
the gunny sack. With the hoof resting on 
the gunny-sack, fold, (do not gather), it 
over the hoof, starting from the heel and 
working towards the toe, Holding the sack 
in place, tape it around the hoof firmly, 
Tape loosely at the coronet and pastern 
to allow circulation and movement. When 
the sacking is firmly in place, pick up 
the hoof and cross-wind the tape over the 
bottom and top of the hoof, paying parti- 
cular attention to cover the toe of the 
hoof well as this will be the point of 
greatest wear. After the sack is secured, 
put the hoof down and wrap the leg from 
just below the knee to below the fetlock 
with a leg bandage. This secures the top 
ends of the hoof bandage and helps keep 
it in place. A bandage of this type will 
stay on as long as 4 days, even with the 
horse out to pasture. Rewind the leg 
bandage daily, but the hoof wrapping can 
be left alone until it either comes off or 
wears through. 

This type of bandage is also very good 
for laminitis, stone bruises and _ nail 
wounds. If used for one of the above, a 
bran poultice should be placed on the sole 
of the hoof before the cotton, then pro- 
ceed with the bandaging as before. This 
bandage can be soaked in ice water in 
case of laminitis and will retain its mois- 
ture effectively. 


Preventive Measures 
Knowing what to do if a horse loses 
a shoe will not prevent him from losing it, 
but there are some safety measures that 
you can take. Horses lose shoes a number 
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of ways; by pawing in a wire fence, step- 
ping on their own shoes, shoes left on tco 
long, or feet too dry and shelly to hold a 
nail firmly. 

If your horse is a pawer, eliminate, if 
possible, any wire fencing. By all means, 
never tie a pawer to a wire fence. If paw- 
ing is one of his bad habits, be sure to 
mention this to the blacksmith so that he 
can place the heel of the shoe flush with 
the hoof where it will be less likely to hang. 
If the shoe sticks out at the heel even a 
fraction of an inch, the shoe will ofa cer- 
tainty come off. 

Horses with a lot of reach will some- 
times grab the front shoe with the hind 
and pull it off. Here again, the heel must 
not be allowed to stick out. Insome severe 
cases, the toe of the hind hoof can be 
dubbed off. Horses will also sometimes 
step on one front hoof with the other and 
pull off the shoe this way. The inside edge 
of the shoes of these horses should also be 
set well under the hoof to eliminate the 
trouble. 

Shoes should not be left on more than 4 
to 6 weeks even if they remaintight. When 
the hoof is finally dressed down after the 
hoof being allowed to grow too long, the 
tendons in the leg may be strained and the 
horse go sore or his legs swell for a few 
days. 

Dry and shelly hoofs can be helped with 
soakings in water, and dressings of hy- 
drous lanolin rubbed into the hoof, frog 
and coronet daily. This condition takes 
time to correct as you must promote the 


growth of healthy horn. 


Help Your Horseshoer 

When the blacksmith fits your horse’s 
shoes, he should be reminded of any gait 
defects or troubles you are having with 
the horse. Ask his opinion, Let him know 
that you are interested in your horse be- 
ing shod correctly and he will gladly oblige 
with special attention being given to faults 
of the horse’s gait, the shape of his feet, 
etc. 

Shoes are more likely to stay on healthy 
feet. You and the blacksmith can keep 
them healthy by observing a few dos and 
don’ts. Never pare away the sole of the 
hoof as this causes a loss of moisture. 
Only the rasp should be used on the bot- 
tom of the hoof to make the bearing sur- 
face of the shoe absolutely level. The out- 
side of the hoof should not be rasped other 
than the small amount necessary to dress 
the nails and the shoe, 

The feet should be made to match as 
near as possible, both in length of toe and 
angle of slant. This should be done for 
the good of the entire animal, not just 
for appearance. 

The frog should be left untrimmed for 
several reasons, It is an aid to blood cir- 
culation within the foot, it helps spread 
the heels and acts as a shock absorber. 
The frog can do none of these jobs, how- 
ever, if it does not come in contact with 
the ground. 

The untrimmed frog also helps keep 
the horse from slipping on slick surfaces. 
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But the frog cannot do its work with 
calks on the shoe. Contrary to popular 
opinion, calks will not keep the horse 
from slipping on slick hard surfaces. If 
the horse must be used on pavement, have 
Mordax studs put on, or use Borium on the 
shoe, Rubber pads under the shoe are also 
quite good on horses that must do a lot of 
work on hard rocky surfaces. The rubber 
absorbs shock and also prevents stone 
bruises. 

Since 3/5ths of the horse’s weight is 
carried on the front legs, it is more im- 
portant that the frog be allowed to do its 
natural work in the front feet. The hind 
legs, as well as carrying the remaining 
2/Sths of the horse’s weight, must also 
propel the horse forward. Here, calks 
make sense, for without this dig-in trac- 
tion in loose or deep footing, a horse could 
sustain a sprain or spavin. This is espec- 
ially true in horses that depend on agreat 
deal of thrust, such as jumpers, ranch 
or rodeo contest horses and barrel and 
other racing horses. But for the ordinary 
riding horse, slicks all the way around are 
satisfactory. 

Make the habit of inspecting the horse’s 
shoes before riding him. Pull at the shoe 
with the fingers, if loose, sometimes re- 
clinching the nails will tighten the shoe or 
replacing a nail using the old nail hole will 
suffice. This inspection enables you to plan 
ahead and when the shoes begin to loosen 
or wear, make an appointment with your 
blacksmith. If you do this, you will seldom 
be vexed with the lost shoe problem. 





The Emergency Dismount 


Preparing to give a riding lesson for 
the first time in a number of years, I was 
mulling over basic principles of teaching 
and laying out the first day’s lesson plan. 
Flipping through the well-thumbed text 
bocks it dawned on me that none of them 
seemed to mention the Emergency Dis- 
mount, Remembering how important a 
Place it occupied in our lessons long ago, 
it seemed to be an oversight which re- 
quired remedying. 

Tomorrow’s lesson will begin in the 
barn, when Molasses is led out of his 
Stall, After everyone is formally intro- 
duced all round and Moe’s gentle mien 
roundly praised we'll saddle and bridle 
and cross-tie him, so that the new pupil, 
Caroline, can mount without having to hop 
all around the paddock after him. Oncé 
she is up we'll practice picking up the 
reins a time or two, finding the stirrups 
and have a quick resume of why we keep 
our heels down, knees in and sit up 
Straight. 

Then, to Caroline’s great surprise no 
doubt, we’ll show her the Emergency Dis- 
mount and have her get off beforeOld Moe 
is even released from the ties! ‘Reins in 
the left hand, lift your feet out of the stir- 
rups, lay down on his neck and swing to the

ground, Another day we'll practice that 
until it all becomes one swinging motion’’, 
When Caroline is more experienced we 
will practice vaulting off at both a trot and 
canter, always careful to land with knees 
bent and facing forward, with both hands 
free of the reins. 

Why have the rider get off before she’s 
even had a chance to ride? For this rea- 
son. The peace of mind it will bring her just 
to know that she can get off this awesome 
creature anytime she wants to. And also 
for her safety. There may come a time 
in future years when she will be much 
safer off the horse than on him. It may 
be when a runaway gets, completely out 
of control and danger looms ahead. Or 
when a large, rattly truck bears down on 
her too fast when she cannot get off the 
road and her horse is about to blow up 
with terror. (Ever have a horse bolt IN 
FRONT of a speeding truck? It’s an ex- 
perience I don’t think I’ll ever forget if 
I live to be a hundred!) Or it may be in 
a Pony Club game of Musical Chairs when 
every second counts. (Ever see a child 
jerked off his feet because he stepped off, 
but the pony kept on going, with his foot 
caught in the stirrup? Being dragged 
across even a grassy ring isa frighten- 


ing experience for a child.) Or it may be 
when she is riding a new horse which the 
dealer forgot to mention ‘‘sometimes goes 
up in the air alittle’, or sometimes throws 
himself over backwards when he gets 
fighting mad. If she can get her feet free 
of the stirrups and get off quick enough 
she’ll stand a far greater chance of not 
being mashed. I’ve been both mashed, 
and gotten out of the way, and I heartily 
recommend the latter. Those darned casts 
do hinder your housework so. And, believe 
me, bathing the baby in a back brace is 
for the birds. Maybe I’m a coward, but I 
never ride into a sticky situation with my 
feet in the stirrups, and I’ll race anyone 
to see who can flip off a horse’s back the 
fastest. 

A word of warning, tho, Never try itin 
a western stock saddle. I’ve torn more 
darn shirts that way. Some people like 
saddle horns, but I fail to see their value, 
unless you spend your days roping dogies. 

Now we’ll mount up again and move out 
into the ring. Later in the summer, Caro- 
line will learn a show-ring dismount, but 
until she’s fairly experienced, she’ll do it 
the quick and easy way. The Emergency 
Dismount is a valuable lesson to learn and 
it may someday save a nascy accident.

The First Annual Twin Benefit Hunter 
and Jumper Show was held in the new 
Gold Creek Stables, at Woodinville, Wash- 
ington, Despite the warm weather, every- 
one seemed quite pleased with the show 
and the facilities of the new stables.

Blessed by ideal weather, the Jenny 
Camp Trial started June 17 on time with 
a final entry list of 22 riders. The dres- 
sage ring was set up near the start of 
the Cross Country separated by a creek 
which kept riders and spectators from 
crowding too close to the ring. The Pre- 
liminary Division followed after the lunch 
break as per schedule in the program, 
Both sections were conducted under the 
rules of the U, S. Combined Training 
Association, 

Phase B, the Cross Country, was held 
over part of the Pan American Course 
with some of the obstacles slightly modifi- 
ed. 4 out of 22 contestants were eliminat- 
ed in the Jenny Camp for refusals and 
missing flags. One rider omitted an 
obstacle in the Preliminary Division. 
There were no falls or other mishaps. 

10 out of 22 riders in the Jenny Camp 
completed the Cross Country phase with- 
out Jump or Time faults. 3 out of 10 
riders accomplished the same in the Pre- 





liminary Division. It was gratifying to 
see everyone cross the finish, even though 
some were eliminated on the way. The 
course proved to be an ideal test for this 
group. 

While the dressage was in progress a 
Hunter Trial was held over part of the 
Cross Country Course attended by about 
10 local hunt members. They became very 
enthusiastic over this type event and 
course. These trials were judged by 
Mrs. Messmore Kendall of Oak Brook, 
Illinois. 

The second day saw the stadium jump- 
ing for both trials held in the Oak Brook 
Show ring, again with perfect weather. 
The course of 10 obstacles proved to be 
fairly easy and did not change results 
to a great degree. Only 1 rider was 
eliminated because of refusals. 

The event ended on Sunday noon, allow- 
ing everyone to van home during the 
afternoon. 

Trophies and ribbons were presented 


to teams as well as individuals. Every- 
one enjoyed the good sport of these trials 
and those who did not receive awards 
were fully conscious of their own mistakes, 

The only social event was a pool party 
with food and drink given by Mr. & Mrs. 
George Frederick of Hinsdale; 120 guests 
attended, 

As an experiment, these trials were 
conducted with as few officials as pos- 
sible: 1 Collecting ring steward; 2Starter 
timers; 1 Scorer with’ 2 assistants; 5 
jump judges; 1 announcer; 3 secretaries. 

One chief judge Col. Carl W, Raguse 
was ably assisted in the dressage by Mrs. 
Thomas Wason, 

By locating the headquarters in a trail- 
er with scoreboard just outside on the hill 
near the slide obstacle used during Pan 
American Games, everything was well 
consolidated and spectators could see 13 
of the 16 obstacles on the Cross Country. 

The forms supplied by the U.S, Com- 
bined Training Association made scoring

The U.S, Screening Trials were super- 
vised by Mr. Bert de Nemethy and Peter 
Dahmlow who did the scoring for the 
dressage event.

On 
Saturday we conducted the Dressage Test 
and the individual workouts. On Sunday 
the riders went through Cavallette work 
and over a prescribed jump course.

Nemethy held a critique at the 
end and advised each rider of their 
potentials.

Mexican Equestrian 


Federation 


General Jose Gomez Huerta had his 
election to the presidency of the Mexican 
Equestrian Federation ratified unan- 
imously by delegates representing 24 
clubs. General Huerta is highly regarded 
by President Adolfo Lopez Mateos, and 
is both his counsel and aide in sports 
matters. Huerta has been head of the 
Reorganizing Committee for the eques- 
trian sport for just under three months, 
He is expected not only to achieve peace 
among disgruntled elements, but also to 
build up Mexico’s name internationally 
in equestrian events. 

Horsemen here point to the fact that, 
in less than three months of heading the 
Reorganizing Committee, General Huerta 
achieved a selection competition with 
almost 100 riders entered from local clubs 
having different ‘‘ideologies.”* This spec- 
tacle was adjudged by sports writers as 
being the most outstanding public display 
of Mexican riding skill in some time. 

General Huerta has also taken a census 
of both horses and riders available in 
Mexico, and personally donated 10,000 
pesos (800 dollars) to initiate activities 
of the revitalized Federation. Now it 
appears that riders have decided to forget 
their differences and really concentrate 
on bringing laurels to the Republic from 
distant points, A total of 881 equestrians, 
with 937 mounts, have signified their 
allegiance to the Federation and to Gen- 
eral Huerta, 

As concrete proof of the new accord 
in Mexican horse circles, General Huerta 
announced that the sport will be repre- 
sented in the National Sports Games, to 
be held this September. 

Aside from General Huerta, the new 
executive committee of the Mexican 
Equestrian Federation includes:

Meyer, treasurer; technical director, 
Julio Herrera; commissary, Oscar 
Martinez; and board members General 
Jesus Arias Sanchez (Dept. of National 
Defense) and Angel Talamontes (Depart- 
ment of Agriculture).

My findings made 
figures worth recording. During the years 
‘22 to ‘32, Army won 7 of 10 Junior 
Championships (now known as 20 goal), 

During about that same period, Army 
won 6 Inter-Circuits and 8 twelve goal 
championships. Col. (then Capt.) J. S. 
Tate played with Army in the ‘27 Junior, 
The team was Capt. C, A. Wilkinson, 
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Capt. C, H, Gerhardt, Capt. J. S. Tate, 
Capt. G, E. Huthsteiner., Joe was a much- 
of-a-man to ride against, weighing close 
to 200, and when he hit the ball it really 
sailed. 

About the last recorded Army team as 
a winner, was in the 12 goal of ‘36, When 
Fort Myer did the trick. That team was 
Lt. G. R. Grunert, Capt. D, H, Galloway, 
Capt. J. H. Stadler,Jr., Lt. H. W. Jones, 
So, as oft repeated, both when viewing 
the busts of the 12 apostles, where Kaiser 

Bill had his own added, outside Metz 
Cathedral - and some Frenchman leaned 
a placard against it - Sic Transit Gloria 
Mundi...But then, what’s to expect, when 
you really get DAMN old. DH

**Know About Horses” is a remarkable 
book, not because it is the first in its 
field, but because it is so much better 
done than most of the others which have 
preceded it. For novice horsemen who 
wish to acquire a well rounded equestrian 
education it is invaluable, and for the 
expert there are always new bits of 
information tucked away in its tightly 
packed pages. After a general section 
which includes such matters as color, 
markings, height, age and breeds, there 
are chapters on history, legend, anatomy, 
stable management, ailments, shoeing, 
tack, equitation, horse shows, fox hunting, 
beagling, steeplechasing, flat racing, 
harness racing, polo, gymkhana, western 
riding, cavalry, mounted police, escort 
and drill, horse organizations, a test of 
horsemanship and a bibliography. No book 
so comprehensive can be expected to be 
completely free of errors, but the per- 
centage of this volume in that respect is 
very high.

Her feeling for design and her pen- 
chant for detail put the illustrations on 
a par with her portrait work - the full 
page drawings being works of art in them- 
selves. Over 3,000 copies of this book 
were sold in advance of publication, For 
horse clubs, riding clubs, pony clubs and 
all other organizations of an educational 
nature, ‘‘Know About Horses” is certain 
to become a library cornerstone and as 
such will be in constant demand for many 
years to come. Even fhe most accomplish- 
ed horsemen will continue to use it as a 
book of reference,

United States Pony Clubs National Rally

The annual National rally of thé United 
States Pony Clubs was held at the Radnor 
Hunt Club in Malvern Penna, on July 9th 
thru the 12th, Having also been host to 
the Eastern Penna, Regional Rally, report- 
ed in an earlier issue, the Radnor Pony 
Club was well prepared for the event, 
There were 73 horses which were stabled 
in barns on the club grounds and adjacent 
to it, and the competitors were housed in 
a motel not too far from the grounds, The 
turnout for the rally was perhaps one of 
the best at anyrally so far.

Monday, the dressage was held on the 
club grounds in two rings so as to try to 
speed it up a little and get through a little 
earlier due to the heat, On the whole the 
performances in this phase seemed to have 
improved a good bit over last year. As a 
whvule the scores were not too widely varied 
with many sharing the top score of 36 out 
of 50, As teams the Upper Valley C Team 
and the Goldens Bridge B Team were the 
best, although not by any great margins. 

On Tuesday the Cross Country was 
held, This consisted of about 3 1/2 miles 
over typical hunting country. This was 
judged on the basis of 80% jumping and 20%

Alabama-Georgia Regional Rally 


In the Southeast Region ‘*B”’ competi- 
tion has always taken a back seat. There 
have been too few B riders to make up 
enough teams and the C’s have always 
had the center of the stage. But not this 
year. B competition arrived in full force 
and there was a total of only seven points 
spread between the first three teams, 
Montgomery squeezed by to a win over 
Midland, with Cahaba close behind, Scor- 
ing was nip and tuck throughout the whole 
rally among the B’s, while in the C com- 
petition Atlanta’s strong team, jumped 
into an early lead and steadily piled up 
points to widen their gap for an easy win. 

The site of the rally was Little Lake 
Farms Riding School on Montgomery’s 
Southside, Dressage was held in their 
ring under the judging of capable Kob 
Ryen, well known Lexington professional 
who was senior judge for the entire rally. 
Although dressage levels of both B and C 
competition continue to be considerably 
lower than in the other events, this year 
also marked a “first” in that the dif- 
ference between the B and C riders was 
appreciable. On the whole the B com- 
petitors showed more precision, better 
form and more tact thantheir juniors. The 
substitution of the test to be used in the 
National about two weeks before the com- 
petition caused some difficulty, The test 
included a turn on the haunches and ama- 
jority of the B horses were obviously not 
up to this movement. 

The cross country course received high 
compliments from competitors, officials 
and spectators alike. The 3-mile hack 
from stable area to the site of the cross 
country provided the roads and trails 
phase. The course itself was laid through 
moss hung swamps along lovely Catoma 
Creek and took fine advantage of the broken 
terrain furnished by the creek’s bank, A 
total of 9 of the 21 jumps were visible 
from the starting and finishing point and 
this fact added much to spectator interest. 
Statistics revealed that the course was 
difficult enough to yield only one clean 
round and yet no horse went down and no 
injuries were sustained by either riders 
or their mounts. Among the jumps caus- 
ing the most comment was a water jump 
off the bank and into the creek, This jump 
was taken by B’s only. Another jump for 
both B’s and C’s which caused much con- 
versation on the walk around was a tra- 
kehner which, though looking big and wide, 
curiously yielded only one disobedience 
and no elimination. The real test, though, 
came on the final combination and it was 
here that papas, mammas and photog- 
raphers all gathered. This was a sunken 
road with a drop into the road over a snake 
fence, then in and out distance to a ditch 
and bank, with a low fence at bounce jump 
distance from the crest of the bank, Al- 
though the combination took its toll, with 
a total of 12 of the 35 horses having faults 


on at least one of the three obstacles only 
one elimination occurred here, It was the 
sort of measured combination where a bold 
approach sent a horse skimming through in 
stride but a timid, sticky one was very 
likely to get stuck, 

The stadium jumping course, designed 
by Montgomery’s D.C. Col. Jim Johnston, 
was delightfully decorated and well design- 
ed, Although it was a difficult looking 
course, six C’s and an equal number of B’s 
managed clean rounds on it. 

Saturday morning formal inspection 
was conducted by Judge Kob RyenandSte- 
ward Sally Greene. As each team was 
brought out and lined up, Judge Ryen in- 
spected the horses, while Steward Greene 
inspected the stalls and tack room, As 
each horse completed its inspection, it was 
trotted out in hand for Rally Veterinarian 
Lew Llewellyn’s soundness inspection, 

The final banquet was presided over by 





Wendy Morris, captain of Mont- 
gomery ‘‘B’’ Team, winner of ‘‘B’’ 
division, and the high point ‘‘B”’ 
competitor.

sports did not mix. However, Mr. Ryan, 
M.F.H. of the Molo Hunt, kindly invited 
us to lunch and to see his hounds, so we 
spent a delightful day with him and his 
family. 

Molo is in the highlands, about 130 
miles north of Nairobi, an open, rolling 
country reminding one of the Sussex 
downs, except for the altitude, which was 
between eight and nine thousand feet. There 
was much grass which looked like good 
galloping, though stoutly fenced with sheep 
wire. This was panelled with chicken 
coops, or a heavy log laid on top of the 
wire between posts, needing a good “‘lep- 
per”, I guessed, and Mr. Ryan remarked 
that the altitude was tough on horses - 
he had lost seven of them through heart 
or wind trouble. 

The hounds are English, although Mr. 
Ryan, being a cousin of the famous ‘‘Scar- 
teen’? Ryans in Ireland, imported a few 
Black and Tans at one time. He soon dis- 
covered this didn’t work, for he found him- 
self hunting two separate packs, so now the 
pack is again all English, with some Buc- 
cleuch and Middleton blood, They hunt 
reedbuck, which evidently give great sport, 
and I gather it took a good horse to stay 
with hounds, particularly at that altitude. 

Since 1948 Mr. Ryan has been M.F.H., 
hunting his own hounds, and has taught 
an African boy to ride and act as his 
Whipper-in. The kennels and stables 
were a stone’s throw from the house, 
which was a very homelike affair of 
brick and half timber surrounded by 
lawns and flowers, on a farm of some 
3,000 acres, on which they raise mainly 
sheep and wheat. They had kept the farm 
going through the late ‘‘Emergency”’, suf- 
fering, as had so many others in Mau Mau 
territory, for, as Mrs. Ryan said, “‘If 
you’ve had friends buried alive, you don’t 
forget.”” 

Although our stay in Nairobi was too 
brief to see the kennels of the Limuru 
Hunt, about 20 miles outside the city, we 
did talk to the M.F.H., Mr. Prebble. At 
the time he was acting as a Steward at the 
Limuru races, so our conversation was a 
bit sketchy, but I gathered he found no 
problems in hunting live jackal and drag 
with the same pack. They hunt over a love- 
ly, undulating grass country at about 6,000 
feet, mainly drag. 

After leaving Nairobi we flew to Johan- 
nesburg and took the famous Blue Trainto 
Cape Town, which took 27 hours, even, on 
the express, There we were invited by the 
M.F.H, of the Cape Hunt, Major Wilks, to 
watch an experiment in drag laying. This 
hunt is, I believe, the oldest in Africa, 
having been established about 1820, but 
their season runs from May until October 
(winter for them) and had not opened when 
we were there, 

Major Wilks picked me up and we went 
Out to Constantia, about a half hour’s 
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the kennels to see them go through the dip, 
This Major Wilks insists upon every time 
they are taken out, as a guard against the 
ever present ticks. 

Most of the Cape Hunt season is occup- 
ied with hunting drag, but two or three 
times a year a visit is made to Somerset 
West, about 30 miles away, to hunt jackal 
or reedbuck, This is afarm area, describ- 
ed in Baily’s Hunting Directory as ‘‘veldt 
and forest, rough heath, grass and sand 
with kopjes and dongas” (to translate: -

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Rand, Mr. Peter Wilson, very kindly 
took me to see their kennels at Inanda, 
on his own estate in the suburbs of the 
city. This hunt was founded shortly after 
the discovery of the Rand Goldfields in 
1886, and Mr. Wilsonhas built up an excel- 
lent pack since he took over the Master- 
ship in 1945, Some 30 couple are kept in 
kennels, with importations from the Berk- 
eley and West Cumberland, as well as Fell 
and Irish blood. 

A short drag was laid for me to see - 
and hear - for the pack made lovely music, 
of which Mr. Wilson was justly proud, For 
drag scent, the litter is used from a pair 
of jackal kept in kennels, and they also hunt 
live jackal. Although there are several 
species of jackal in Africa, only the black 
backed will keep sheep, according to Mr. 
Wilson, so whenever the farmers report 
depredations among their flocks by jackal, 
the Rand hounds are taken to that area and 
‘do their stuff’? so to speak. Otherwise 
they hunt drag twice a week from October 
to May - exactly the reverse of the Cape 
Town season. 

There are other packs in Kenya, and I 
believe a few in North Africa, so if we 
ever make another trip to Africa, I hope 
it will be in the hunting season when we 
can see them in action.

at the water jump directly in front of the 
stands saw two horses and riders come 
down. Jimmy Murphy was the unlucky one, 
suffering a broken leg just below his thigh, 
and dashing his hopes for tophonors in the 
riding division for the year. Withnineteen 
wins over brush and hurdles thus far he was 
leading Joe Aitcheson and Tommy Walsh, 
and as the stable rider for the string 
trained by Sidney Watters, Jr., had bright 
prospects for many trips to the winners 
circle before the year ended. Seven novice 
brush horses went postward in the race, 
with Murphy on the favorite, Coventry 
Rock Stable’s *Sir Patsy. Going to the sec- 
ond jump, Best Hour with Paddy Smith- 
wick, went into the wings wrong, appear- 
ed to be making a short extra one, but took 
off too soon instead and crashed through 
the jump. Behind him several lengths 
away, *Sir Patsy fenced perfectly, but 
landed just short of the fallen Best Hour, 
He hit him in midsection and somersault- 
ed, as did Murphy. When the latter came 
down he was still in a forward position 
and his right leg crumpled under him as he 
hit the ground. Meanwhile, Joe Doe, the 
eventual winner showed the way, but a 
fence or two later, Mr. Fair took com- 
mand and held sway until several bobbles 
cost him the lead and whatever chance he 
had. McDonald on John Doe then regained 
the lead and went on to an easy score, 
with Laughing Girl, Not Always and Mr. 
Fair sharing the minor end of the purse in 
that order. 


Royal Gauntlet Wins 

On Tuesday, Royal Gauntlet made his 
return to the infield after an absence of al- 
most two years. In the fall of 1959, as 
a three-year-old, the Stephen C, Clark, 
Jr., colorbearer had won four successive 
races at the hunt meetings, including an 
impressive win at Montpelier against 
older horses. Suffering a badly cut tendon 
in that race, Royal Gauntlet was not put 
back in training until this spring. With a 
short race on the flat at Aqueduct last 
month as a tightener, the *Royal Sere- 
nade-Gallorette gelding took the front in 
a mile and five eighths hurdle and held 
command to the wire to score by almost 
two lengths. Sky Jinks and Killymoon dead- 
heated for the place, with *Highlander 3rd 
a distant fourth. 

Mrs. George Tener, 3rd’s Becky's 
Ship, a three-year-old, bested a field of 
maiden claimers the following day. Eleven 
went postward, and the race was far from 
uneventful. Going to the last hurdle on the 
front side the first time around, six of the 
field were on near equal terms. James 
Wyatt on Battle Cross on the inside start- 
ed to come out about forty yards from the 
jump. In so doing he caused a jam which 
caught *E] Florentino and Nothing Ventur- 
ed. His oblique course was inadvertently 
increased because in the jam over the 
fence, Smithwick’s mount, *El Florentino 
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helped to knock him sideways. Battle Cross 
continued on out and then brushed with 
Nance’s Rebel, causing that one to trip 
and fall with Jimmy Hobales. On the in- 
side of this jam, and probably the gainer, 
McDonald on Becky’s Ship continued to 
show the way by a narrow margin, with- 
stood a bid by John Schiff’s *Barras 
through the stretch and won by more than 
two lengths. *Barras, the runner-up was 
ridden by Scottie Schulhofer and showed a 
very promising effort after being away 
from the races since last August, On the 
outside of the large field for most of the 
trip, he covered more ground than the 
others and hung slightly in the drive to the 
wire after being on almost even terms 
with the winner: in the last sixteenth. 

Running back to the form which brought 
him home the winner on the firstSaturday 
of the meeting, Mrs. Wm. B. Thomas’ 
veteran Gallant Tonto captured the Battle- 
ship Handicap on Saturday, the 12th, Again 
ridden by Joe Aitcheson, Jr., the ten- 
year-old went to the front almost at once 
and was never headed. Nizam, a three- 
year-old, racing for the Lazy F. Ranch 
showed a good performance, and while not 
under severe pressure, was second best, 
with *Kandy-Sugar and December third 
and fourth in that order. Lord Mike, which 
was expected to press the pace, trailed 
his field throughout and never extended 
himself at anytime. Gallant Tonto, under 
149 lbs., raced the mile and seven fur- 
longs in 3:21, two ticks faster than his pre- 
vious race the preceding Saturday under 
140 lbs,

trainer Sidney Watters, Jr., lost *Sir 
Patsy, which was claimed by Howard 
Jacobsen for the account of Marion Frank- 
el,

the National Museum of Racing. In the ab- 
sence of S, Bryce Wing, who is summering 
at Fishers Island, A.C, Bostwick presided 
at the meeting. 

Alfred Vanderbilt, a colorful figure in 
racing for many years, may see his colors 
g0 postward for the first time in a jump- 
ing race in the near future. Village Idiot, 
a useful flat performer is reported to be 
schooling well. 

Another newcomer to the jumping scene 
is Harbor View Stable’s Steverullah. The 
three-year-old is under the care of 
Michael G. Walsh, and is expected to 
make his infield bow soon,

Yearling Sales 


The 4lst Annual Saratoga Yearling 
Sales, held nightly at 8:30 P.M., from 
Aug. 7th through the llth, by the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, could be cast in the 
“spotty”’ role. However, this seems to be 
the annual picture at Saratoga, as buyers 
appear. at one or more of the nightly 
sessions and what night the big buyers will 
arrive is not always certain. 

This year a total of 255 head fetched 
$2,706,100, for an average of $10,612, 
which was under last year’s average. In 
1960 a total of 246 head brought the gavel 
down to the tune of $2,726,200, for an av- 
erage of $11,082,

$80,000 for her imported chestnut colt, by 
Hyperion out of *Nasretta, by *Nasrullah.

(Mrs. E, H, Augustus) received $61,000, 
the high price for a filly, the brown dau- 
ghter of Reneged-Highland Fling, by By 
Jiminy, purchased by agent M, Miller. The 
filly is a half-sister to Sword Dancer, 
leading 3-year-old and Horse of the Year 
in 1959, 

Six out of the ten yearlings consigned 
by Newstead Farm of Upperville, Va. (Mr. 
and Mrs, Taylor Hardin) brought five fig- 
ures or over, The chestnut filly, by *Turn- 
to-Legendra, by *Challenger II, got the top 
Price in the consignment, when the bid 
went to Mrs. J. O. Burgwin at $54,000.
